SIXTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


When  the  Northfleet  went  down  in  the  British  Channel  last 
spring,  with  three  hundred  souls  on  board,  an  English  sailor 
was  lost  who  had  a  wife  and  child  in  this  country  ;  but  before 
the  news  of  his  death  reached  her,  the  wife  had  been  called  to 
die,  and  leave  her  little  girl  motherless  in  a  strange  land.  The 
child  was  befriended  by  some  who  came  to  know  of  her  lonely 
estate,  and.  after  a  time,  was  sent  by  these  friends  to  a  home 
in  New  York  city.  On  the  removal  of  the  family  with  whom 
she  lived  to  another  place,  she  was  turned  adrift  to  care  for 
herself — this  child  of  thirteen  year's  old.  She  had  heard  that 
good  work  and  wages  could  be  found  in  Philadelphia,  so  she 
made  her  way  here  with  her  small  savings,  losing  what  was  left 
after  buying  her  ticket,  however,  on  her  journey,  by  her  purse 
being  stolen  from  her. 

So  she  arrived  here  one  Saturday  afternoon,  a  stranger  and 
penniless;  a  little  waif,  only  firm  in  her  intention  to  work  hon¬ 
estly  for  her  living.  After  inquiries  of  various  people  whom 
she  met,  and  who  fortunately — ah  !  that  is  not  the  word  for 
the  loving  care  which  the  Father  above  was  taking  of  this  deso¬ 
late  child — rather  who  providentially ,  were  persons  who  guided 
her  to  safety,  not  to  ruin,  she  put  herself  under  the  care  of  a 
policeman.  He  gave  her  shelter  until  Monday  morning,  and 
then  another  policeman,  who  knew  of  the  Industrial  Home, 
brought  her  here.  There  was  not  another  Protestant  institu¬ 
tion  where  this  girl  really  belonged.  For  some  of  the  Homes 
she  was  too  old ;  others  take  none  unless  in  some  way  recom¬ 
mended  by  those  who  know  them ;  in  others  she  would  have 
been  thrown  at  once  with  women  and  girls  of  various  conditions 
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and  characters,  the  classes  taken  being  not  limited  except  by 
their  need  for  shelter.  She  was  not  in  any  sense  a  vagrant  or 
an  ill-doer,  requiring  the  discipline  and  restraint  of  the  House 
of  Refuge.  But  the  Industrial  Home  gladly  opened  its 
motherly  arms  to  receive  her,  and  she  has  been  for  some  months 
now  a  useful,  happy  inmate  there. 

Could  this  Christmas  season  have  brought  to  this  lonely  child 
a  better  gift  than  a  cheerful,  safe  Christian  home,  where  the 
Christ-child  hovered  with  blessings  for  each  and  every  one  who 
would  but  open  her  hand  to  take  them  ?  Here  she  will  stay 
until  she  goes  to  a  place  in  some  family,  where,  if  she  chooses, 
she  can  become  a  valued,  useful,  respectable  member  of  it, 
serving  her  Master  above,  while  she  faithfully  serves  those 
whom  he  places  over  her  on  earth. 

This  is  one  case  showing  the  good  quietly  done  by  the  Insti¬ 
tution  whose  Sixteenth  Annual  Report  is  to-day  presented. 
Not  every  child  here  is  thus  utterly  friendless — not  every  one 
so  strikingly  benefited  by  the  welcome  of  its  open  doors.  But 
every  one  of  the  twenty-eight  or  thirty  girls  in  this  Home  has, 
for  one  reason  or  another,  in  greater  or  less  degree,  needed 
just  the  care  that  it  gives  them;  and  the  history  of  one  and 
another,  if  given  at  length  and  in  detail,  would  show  that  the 
want  of  their  young  lives,  at  the  period  when  they  came  here, 
could  hardly  have  been  met  had  there  been  no  such  Home  as 
this. 

The  work  connected  with  an  Institution  like  this  is  not  one 
whose  results  are  daily  and  hourly  seen.  And,  therefore,  it  is 
not  the  most  inspiriting  and  rewarding  work,  looking  at  things 
as  they  seem.  Its  affairs  go  on  in  much  the  same  way  month 
after  month  and  year  after  year.  Nothing  wonderful  or  start¬ 
ling  occurs,  and  no  excitement  attends  the  duties  of  officers  or 
managers.  It  is  difficult  to  make  a  report  of  its  doings  with¬ 
out  repeating  exactly  the  same  statements  each  successive  year. 
So  it  looks  like  rather  stupid,  humdrum  work,  varying  little,  if 
any,  in  its  course  or  in  its  aspect,  as  one  annual  report  after 
another  tells  of  its  uneventful  progress,  which  some  might 
think  so  slow  as  hardly  to  be  called  progress. 
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Our  conclusion,  in  view  of  all  these  things,  is  just  this  :  Our 
work  is  essentially  one  of  faith.  We  see  little  of  results. 
Once  in  a  while  our  hearts  are  cheered  by  some  evidence  of  per¬ 
manent  good  accomplished;  hut  so  much  oftener  as  to  consti¬ 
tute  the  rule  to  which  the  other  is  an  exception,  is  the  seed 
sowm  only  in  the  belief  that  it  will  some  time  appear  again  in 
the  pure  Christian  womanhood  of  these  young  girls.  We  must 
work  on  faithfully  in  this  belief.  If  we  let  it  go,  we  shall  find 
it  hard  to  keep  up  any  interest  or  spirit  in  our  effort.  If  we 
take  strong  hold  of  it,  and  refuse  to  believe  that,  because  we 
see  no  blooming  plant  spring  up  at  once  as  the  result  of  our 
sowing,  therefore  the  seed  is  lost,  we  shall  find  ourselves  grow¬ 
ing  strong  and  hopeful  and  glad  in  our  work. 

The  family  at  the  Home  has  been  as  large  during  the  year 
as  the  hause  will  comfortably  accommodate ;  and  a  very  peace¬ 
ful,  healthy,  happy  household  has  generally  been  found  within 
its  walls.  Sixteen  new  girls  have  been  received  during  the 
year,  and  eleven  placed  in  families.  Four  have  been  returned 
to  friends,  two  left  of  their  own  accord,  and  two  were  returned 
from  their  places. 

The  plan  has  been  tried  of  keeping  the  girls  longer  in  the 
Home,  when  it  was  possible  to  do  so,  without  making  the  family 
too  large,  or  refusing  admission  to  those  who  sought  it  and  were 
of  suitable  age  and  circumstances.  Many  have  been  disap¬ 
pointed  by  not  obtaining  girls  from  the  Home  by  this  plan,  but 
it  is  the  wish  of  the  Managers  to  prevent  this  from  ever  becom¬ 
ing  an  intelligence  office  lor  servants.  Their  main  object  is  to 
promote  the  good  of  the  girls  under  their  care,  and  they  desire 
this  to  be  prominent  also  in  the  minds  of  those  who  take  them 
into  their  families — not  merely  a  desire  to  get  service  at  a  cheap 
and  easy  rate.  The  responsibility  to  God  for  their  temporal 
and  spiritual  welfare  and  nurture,  should  surely  be  felt  by  all 
who  undertake  the  charge  of  them. 

The  girls  in  the  Home  had  this  year,  as  usual,  their  happy 
Christmas  festivities,  the  means  for  which  were  contributed  by 
the  Managers  and  other  kind  friends  interested  in  them. 

This  Institution  closes  the  year  with  a  debt  of  more  than 
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$200,  for  money  advanced  in  order  to  pay  current  expenses. 
It  has  never  had  any  aid  from  public  funds,  nor  a  legacy  from 
any  individual.  There  is  perhaps  not  another  institution  in 
the  city  which  can  say  the  same  after  sixteen  years  of  exist- 
tence.  Is  it  too  much  to  ask  or  expect  in  carrying  forward  a 
benevolent  undertaking  like  this,  that  the  comparatively  small 
debt  should  be  at  once  removed  by  special  contribution  if  neces¬ 
sary,  and  that  the  whole  burden  of  providing  from  month  to 
month  for  the  household  expenses  of  the  Home  should  not  rest 
upon  the  Managers  alone  ?  They  think  not,  therefore  they 
confidently  ask  for  prompt  and  liberal  response  to  their  appeal. 
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EXTRACT  FROM  THE  CHARTER. 

Obtained  from  the  Legislature  in  1859. 

Section  6.  That  the  said  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  re¬ 
ceive.  and  to  retain  under  their  contol,  all  such  poor  girls, 
over  the  age  of  twelve  years,  as  may  be  brought  to  the  said 
institution,  for  the  purpose  of  being  received  into  the  same,  by 
the  father  of  such  chilren,  if  he  be  living,  or,  if  he  be  dead, 
by  the  mother  of  said  children ;  also  such  orphan  girls  and  all 
such  other  girls  as  may  be  neglected  or  deserted  by  their 
parents  or  their  surviving  parent,  who  shall  be  brought  to  them 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid;  subject,  nevertheless,  in  these  last- 
mentioned  cases,  to  the  approval  of  the  Judge  of  a  Court  of 
Record  for  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia  aforesaid,  or 
any  other  President  Judge  of  the  Courts  of  this  Common¬ 
wealth  ;  and  the  said  girls,  when  so  received,  to  detain,  main¬ 
tain,  educate  and  control,  until  proper  persons  can  be  found 
who  may  be  willing  to  receive  them  as  apprentices  to  some 
useful  art,  trade,  calling,  or  employment ;  and  thereupon  the 
said  Trustees,  or  a  Committee  of  their  Board,  appointed  for 
that  purpose,  shall  have  power,  Avith  the  assent  of  any  Aider- 
man,  or  Judge  of  a  Court  of  Record  of  the  said  city  or  county, 
as  aforesaid,  to  bind  by  indenture,  either  in  or  out  of  the  Com- 
momvealth  aforesaid,  the  said  girls,  or  any  of  them,  as  appren¬ 
tices  as  aforesaid,  until  the  age  of  eighteen  years ;  stipulating 
and  agreeing,  nevertheless,  on  behalf  of  the  child  in  every  such 
indenture,  that  the  master  or  mistress  shall  provide  meat, 
medicine,  clothing,  lodging,  instruction,  and  all  other  things 
necessary,  usual  or  proper  for  the  comfort  and  support  of  the 
children  to  be  boun.d,  for  their  Avell-being  and  advancement  in 
life ;  which  indentures,  so  made,  shall  be  of  full  force  and  effect 
for  all  and  singular  the  purposes  therein  specified  as  aforesaid.
